of valuable papers and money were roe-

covercd this morning iron

vaults in the vuins of the Phelps, Dodge
& Palmer shoe [actory, und a dmmaﬁn-
seene accompanicd the safe finding of
the valuables, and o blg sigh of rclief
oscaped onch of the partners in the great
shoo house when the climax was reached.
At 7 o'clock the three members of tho
firm, accompanied by a half-dozen
clerks and several workmen, arrived in
front of the bare and shattered walls,
Anxiety was deeply llurit'lml on the
fuces of all the party, and a clerk who
entered the ruins, followed by a brawny
blitcksmith with a heavy chisel and mal-
lot, was told sharply by Mr. Phelps to
“hurry along, there,”

Bang! went the workman's hammer,
aud for a hall hour the heavy blows fell
on the strong lock of the lower vault,
mndo doubly diffleult to break  because
of the warping of the iron. The little
party cloged up wround the safe, and

searce room cnough wag given the
workman to swing his stout Brms.

When at last the bolt eracked and the
pondorous door swung open in obedience
to i heavy pull from many willing arms
# rush was made for the inside. A dense
volume of stonm stopped their hasty
progress, and a wait wuss an enforced
necessity.

Btory of Ploneer Days.

San Francisco Correspondence New
York World: In the superior courfal
Ounkland yesterday, during the trianl of
the suit of Nicholas Beerval. who re-
turns from South America after twenty
years' nbsence to recover @ portion of
the Livermorve valley, which hus passed
into the hands of his stepmother, o wit-
ness—Jlumes K. Costillo—dropped the
thread of an interesting tale.

He testified that o chestof gold was

buried on the vanch of Dr, John Marsh
in 1854 by the doetor and a Mexican
servant, Dr. Muarsh was the father
of Mrs. W. W. Cameron, of Onk-
lnnd, He wns murderea in 1559
by robbers, who waylaid him. Accord-
ing to the testimony given by Mr. Cos-
ello, the chost containing the treasure
wus buried about one hundred yards
from the site of an old adobe dwelling
house.

Mr. Costello subsequently said to the
World correspondent that the exact lo-
ention of treasure was known to himself
wlone. He said that in the early duys.
Dr. Marsh was troubled by robbers. One
night they came to his house aud
took 8300 from him. They saw an old
iron chest in o corner of the room, but
on opening it only nails were exposed to
view, Hud they seraped nside the nails
they would have found gold. How-
ever D, Marsh was taught & lesson, and
the next doy, exacting a vow of secrecy
from his servant, they buried the chest.
Two years afterwards Dr. Maran was
murdered and in 1880 the servant also
died, contiding his secret to Mr, Cos-
tillo. Thuymas Avery luter came iuto
possession of Dr. Marsh’s property after
the latter’s death, but would never pep-
mit Castello to search for the hidden
tromsure.

W. W, Cameron, a son-in-law of the
Inta Dr. Mursh, while not placing credit
in Castello™s ability to find the treasure,
says there is no doubt that 820.000 o
$30,000 is buried somewhere on the
ronch. Dr. Marsh, he says, loeated on
the ranch in 1887, nnd was robbed in all
c¢leven times, which experience induced
Liim to bury his money.
